Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The rejection of claims 9-15 under 35 USC 112, second 
paragraph have been overcome. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Hardy insert filled with a core meets the 
recitation of a "fitment with an opening covered by a piercable frangible element". The tube (52) of Gilford is "detachable" as claimed to 
the degree Gilford does not explicitly disclose the tube being permanently attached to the bag. The disclosure of Fig. 6 (column 11, lines 
45-49) in Herbert meets the recitation "said fitment having a surface covered by a frangible material that may be pierced to access the 
liquid. There is nothing in the Bell disclosure that explicitly precludes the use of a straw like that of Lawrie et al. Moreover, Lawrie et al. is 
analogous to Bell in that it is directed to pouches useful for applications (paragraph [0004]), which are similar or identical to Bell. 
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
